At Maloyaroslavets, some 80 miles 
southwest of Moscow, where Nap- 
oleon’s army suffered a great de- 
feat on Aug. 24, 1812, the Germans 
were routed so swiftly that the 
Nazi commander left his trousers in 
the headquarters building.

important, concrete victory on the 
anniversary, Stalin pledged that 
the enemy would be forced eventu- 
ally from Russian soil. Realistic 
examination of the prospects, how- 
ever, does not encourage the belief 
that it can be accomplished this 
Spring. Russia may be able to 
halt Hitler's new drive and keep 
the larger part of the German land 
and air forces tied up on the east- 
ern front through 1942. 

The time gained would be of im- 
measurable benefit to the Allies. A 
good deal may depend on the abil- 
ity of the latter to keep supplies 
flowing into Russia in sufficient 
quantities. Hitler can be counted 
on to do everything possible to pre- 


}vent it, 


SUPPLY LINE 

Just as the Japanese are striking 
at the Burma Road to hamstring 
so is Hitler likely to at- 
tempt blows at Russia's line of sup. 
ply. One line is the Arc‘ic route 
around Norway to Murmanks and 
Archangel: the other through the 
Indian Ocean and the Persian Gulf. 

The escape of an importam 
part of the German fleet from 
Brest has caused speculation in 
London ever whether Hitler is 
Planning te base a fleet at 
Trondjheim in Norway and start 
a new war on North Atlantic 
shipping, iNcluding the Russian 
supply route. The Nasi submar- 
ine expleits off the American 
Coasts testify te their range and 
striking power. Backed by 
heavy fleet units, they might be 
able to cause havoc with ship- 
ping on the other side of the | 
ocean. 


On the southern supply route to 
Russia, the Japanese are in a posi- 
tion to collaborate with their Nazi 
partner. The Indian ocean is open 
to them for submarine raids on 
vital supply lines, both to the Mid- 
dle East and Russia. Hitler’ may 
try to drive through to Suez to 
join forces with them, 

The matter of the French fleet 
enters into the latter situation. If 
Vichy can be coerced into turning 
over the not inconsiderable fleet 
to the Axis, the British position In 
the Mediterranean would be men- 
aced gravely. The combined Ital- 
ian and French fleets might be able 
to make the British lines in Libya 
untenable, opening the way to 
Egypt and Suez. Aden would be 
the next step 
DANGER POINTS 

Thus three possible danger points 
shape up for the summer — the 
North Atlantic, the Mediterranean 
and the Near East, “and Russla 
Militarily, Hitler is far from spent 
despite the severe Russian cam- 
paign. Something of the same situa- 
tion confronted the Japanese in 
China, but they were nevertheless 
able to strike out suddenly and 
successfully in all directions. 

In Russia, as Stalin pointed out, 
Hitler has lost the advantage of 
surprise and massed weight which 
he had last summer, It is not 
impossible, however, that Hitler 
will conduct 9 holding action on 
the north and central fronts, and 
concentrate his full power in the 
Ukraine and Crimea towards the 
Caucasus ofl fields. This could be 
accompanied by a drive through 
Turkey if the Axis gets stronger 
in the Mediterranean. 

Hitler's primary objective was the 
Ukraine and the oil fields, He 
needs the oil now more than ever, 
The fighting in the Moscow and 
Leningrad regions was designed to 
crush the Red army. It failed be- 
cause Hitler tried to take in too 
wide a front, If he decides he can- 
not break the army this year, he 
is likely to abandon the attempt 
and revert to his original objective 
in force,

FORCE RE-DISPOSITION 

Even with only six major units— 
the Tirpitz, Scheer, Hipper, Gnei- 
senau, Scharnhorst and Pring 
Eugen—plus a number of auxil- 
iaries, the Germans undoubtedly 
could cause major trouble for the 
Allied flegts in the Atlantic. They 
might even force a major re-dispo- 
sition of the fleets in the Mediter- 
ranean or the Pacific—or both, 

In addition, the remainder of 
the French fleet which has not 
been seriously damaged or which 
has been repaired, could vastly in- 
crease the gravily of the situ- 
ation and enable the Germans to 
threaten a death-blow to the AF 
lied supply lines. 

It is assumed here, however, that 
if the French fleet should be seized, 
it would be manned by Germans, be- 
cause the Nazis would not be likely 
to trust the French to fight well 
against their former allies. 

Trondheim as the probable head- 
quarters for such a fleet, has great 
strategic value. From there, uns 
less the Allies could successfully 
bottle it up, the Aixs fleet could 
cut the convoy route from Britain 
to Arctic Russia and threaten the 
route of convoys from the United 
States to Iceland and the British 
Isles.

ut that figure was the minimum 
amount required. The loan should be 
heavily oversubscribed. The money is 
needed, and the security is the best pos- 
sible. Those who have not yet done 
so still have time to send along 
their subscriptions, regardless of the 
passing of the mark set for the city or 
the reaching of the national objective. 
The bonds are just as good buying this 
week as they were last week. 

There should be a great multitude 
of medium-sized and small subscrip- 
tions during the remaining days. This 
isn’t a “big shot” piece of financing. 
The opportunity is wide open, and pains 
have been taken to make it possible for 
those of very ordinary incomes to have 
a share in this bit of war effort—and 
lay away a part of present earnings as 
security against future need. Every 
earner a bond-holder is the ideal; and 
should be. The nearer that ideal can 
be attained, the better for the indivi- 
dual citizen and for the city. 


Don’t We Know It? 


For purposes other than war the 
main estimates brought down at Ot- 
tawa total up to more than $454 mil- 
lions, against something more than 
$433 millions provided in the main est- 
imates a year ago. The increase is 
mainly accounted for by $17 millions 
increase in interest and other debt 
charges. Of the total, $290 millions, 
or more than three-fifths’ of the 
amount, is for uncontrollable expend- 
tures; debt charges, war pensions, un- 
employment insurance costs, old age 
pensions, subsidies to provinces, and 
others. For current expenses aside 
from the war the figure is roughly $164 
millions, Supplementary estimates a 
year ago totalled $76 ions, and may 
add as much to the budget for next 
year, probably will. 

The war appropriation bill cannot 
fall short of $3,000,000,000 for the 
coming year, plus $1,000,000,000 to pay 
for supplies which are to be sent to 
Britain as an outright contribution. For 
all purposes the outlook is for a Dom- 
inion outlay running to $4,600,000,000. 

Still there are people going about 
the country telling Canadians they do 
not know they are at war. What sort 
of estimate, do they place upon our 
common sense? For what reason, ex- 
cept that they know they are at war, 
do the spell-binders suppose Canadians 
are putting up just now $600 millions 
or $800 millions as a loan to their Gov- 
ernment, besides buying 45,000 war 
savings certificates every day and pay- 
ing a 5% war revenue tax every pay 
day? 

The after dinner entertainers 
should change their theme song. Mr. 
Jisley is keeping us reminded that we 
are at war; and the public are taking 
it, and will go right on taking it, with 
characteristic resolution and mighty 
little complaining. 


Holding On Well 


Whatever the outcome, the defend- 
ers in Burma are doing better than they 
promised, and better than some of the 
defeatist prophets in London had any 
hope they could do. They have held the 
Bilin river line for several days against 
overwhelming and almost ceaseless at- 
tacks. And, however it came about, 
they do seem to have some of the air 
protection that was so tragically lack- 
ing at Singapore. This stout resistance, 
like that at Bataan, is ticing up large 
Japanese forces, land, sea and air, 
which otherwise could be concentrated 
for the attack on Java. 

And there also, there are signs that 
the enemy knows he is in a fight. The 


Dutch have not been over-hopeful that | 


the island could be held, but reinforce- 
ments of unknown magnitude are re- 
ported to have reached them and the 
battle at Bali promises to rival the 
battle of Macassar in the losses inflict- 
ed on the Japanese, 

Burma may be lost and Java may 
be lost, but neither is being given up 
without a furious struggle, and in both 
areas there is evidence of generaiship 
as well as valor on the side of the de- 
fenders. In both, as at Bataan, it has 
already been shown that given any ap- 
proximate parity of numbers and equip- 
ment, Allied forces are more than a 
match for their antagonists, That is 
what is going to count in the long run, 
in the Pacific and elsewhere. 

Meanwhile nothing has been heard 
from the Chinese forces in north Bur- 
ma since the brief announcement some 
days ago that they were chasing the 
Thailand wing of the invaders back 
across the border. The silence is hope- 
ful It may mean that Chungking pre

fers to explain its strategy to the en- 
emy with bullets instead of sending out 
advance notice per radio and cable. 


The Defence “Bottle-Neck” 


Mr. Hanson thinks it is “ridiculous” 
to hold an election-pledge plebiscite 
“when Vancouver may be under assault 
by Japanese forces.” It would be not 
only ridiculous but criminal if holding 
the plebiscite delayed the strengthen- 
ing of defences along the coast, but it 
will do nothing of the kind. 

The “bottle-neck” in our defence 
effort is not scarcity of men but scarc- 
ity of equipment. Men are enlisting 
in the Active army as fast as they can 
be taken on or have been asked for, and 
the Government has power to call up 
trainees for home defence without 
waiting for any plebiscite, 

The handicap in expanding our 
home defences rapidly is that we have 
been shipping munitions to our Allies 
at the expense of leaving our already 
existing forces under-armed. Like 
Britain and the United States, Canada 
has risked its own security in measure, 
in order to send trucks to Libya, tanks 
to Russia, rifles to Singapore, and 
whatever else was available to what- 
ever front was in immediate need. 

The time has come when of neces- 
sity a portion of the output of these 
weapons should be, and will have to be, 
kept at home and used to put our de- 
fences in shape on both coasts. There 
are men enough now in training in the 
active and reserve units to man large 
additional supplies of equipment, and

can be obtained by voluntary enlist- 
ment and the calling of larger groups 
of trainees. vy 


As predicted, the report of the 
Bureau of Statistics shows the cost of 
living did not increase during the last 
quarter of 1941. In fact it declined 
one-tenth of a point. Previous to Octo- 
ber it was moving steadily upward, 
afid showing a Crise tendency to 
move faster, hoever in future tries 
to persuade the public that prices can- 
not be kept from sky-rocketing will 
have to do some ay and fancy talking.

There are, however, many new and 
astonishing facts to stir the blood. At To- 
bruk, for instance, a long column of Italian 
prisoners was seen swinging along a road 
under the leadership of a British private— 
who was the sole guard, He was on such 
good terms with his prisoners that one of 
them was carrying his rifle for him! 

An even more extraordinary case was 
that of the Italian artillerymen who were 
taken prisoner, and while the battle was 
still going on the Italians gathered round 
to watch our men firing. Suddenly the 
Italian officer pointed, gave an order, and 
the stretcher-bearers returned with picks 
and shovels which they gave to our men 
to enable them to dig new gun emplace- 
ments! 


Big As India 


The Libyan desert is actually as big as 
India, and our patrols knew every track, 
One patrol set off on Christmas Eve, 1940, 
and made for Murzuk, 1,200 miles away. 

It reached the goal without the Ital- 
jans having the least suspicion. In fact, 
when our troops stopped in front of the 
fort some Italians saluted, thinking they 
were comrades—and a group of Italian 
soldiers waiting to parade were called to 
attention by their N.C.0.’s. 

A guardsman badly wounded in the 
Murzuk affair was taken by his comrades 
700 miles in a truck to the nearest French 
outpost and then flown 3,000 miles to 
Cairo. A damaged truck was towed a 
thousand miles to the nearest repair point, 

‘Once, to gain access to an area unsuit- 
able for motor transport, the men put a 
came! into a truck, carried it 500 miles, 
used it several days for special recone 
naissance, and brought it home again. 


Car Tracks 


Car tracks in the desert remain plan 
for years, and in places the tracks of car 
patrols jn the last war are still visible. The 
British by a careful study of the car tracks, 
were able to trace all Italian movements 
with ease,

The Nazi High Command reports that 
fighting on the Eastern Front is growing 
in intensity as the bitter cold abates. This 
seems like a hopeful effort to rush the 
season. 

It is true that the peak of the Russian 
Winter has now been passed, but a great 
deal of it is still to come, In the Moscow 
district the average temperature for Febe 
ruary is usually about 16 degrees Fahren- 
heit, which is better than the 14-degree 
average of January but a little worse than 
the 17-degree average of December, The 
average temperature in March is about 25 
dgrees there, which is colder than the 27 
degree average of November, 

The upper reaches of the Don, frozen 
by Nov, 11, are not ice-free until April 14. 
Altogether, this leaves quite a good deal of 
Winter in store for the Nazi troops in Ruse 
sia. And in the Spring, there is the deep, 
gummy mud.

Tt is sometimes possible to im- 
prove the appearance of the skin 
and to overcome wrinkles to an 
extent almost remarkable.

Capt. Purcell spent a few hours 

with Maj. W. A. de Graves, D.S.O., 
formerly managing editor of The 
Bulletin, and Capt. Gordon Ander- 
son, formerly manager of the Can- 
ada Dry Ginger Ale plant here. 
Capt. Purcell reported both men in 
top physical condition and eager to 
get at the job that had taken them 
overseas. 

Capt. Purcell stated that the 
Canadian army overseas was ex- 
tremely popular and ready to “get 
going on the first signal.” 

-He was highly pleased with the 
general interest and co-operation 
that Canadians have shown from 
time to time.

Wartime Life Can 
Still Be Sweet 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 

The new sugar rationing a 
blessing to national health in the 
Buise of a wartime necessity. We 
eat to? much sugar, according to 
outstanding nutritionists and phy- 
sicians- The ration of a little less 
than a pound per person a week 
should cause no real privation ex- 
cept to the sugar addicts. Instead, 
it will help thuse whose appetites 
for essential foods are blunted by 
too much refined sugar in the diet. 
And it will also make it easier for 
those who are overweight to reduce 
to the tune of a patriotic motive, 
Sugar is a concentrated form of in- 
ert calories—arch enemy of stream- 
lined and vital figures, 

By using more fruits, fresh, can- 
ned and dried, you can put natural 
sweetness into your menus. Dried 
fruits are picked only when fully 
ripened on the tree, and therefore 
contain more sugar. Many vege- 
tables can increase the natural sugar 
content of your meals. Carrots, 
peas, beets and sweet potatoes are 
good examples. Increase your 
weekly consumption of these foods 
and you won't notice the rationing 
as much as your emotions (actually 
not your normal appetite) tell you 
you will 
NOT RATIONED 

Molasses, sorghum, maple sugar, 
corn syrup, and honey are other 
non-rationed sweets. They can be 
used on cereals, desserts and in 
beverages. When you use them in 
cooking in place of refined sugar, 
follow the conversion rules which 
you'll find in any good cook book. 

However, if you are on a re- 
stricted wartime budget, don't plan 
to use maple sugar and honey in 
large quantities, Both these sweets 
are expensive. As to molasses and 
corn syrup, don't count too much 
on them for any length of time. It 
is true that sugar and sugar syrup 
can be extracted from corn. How- 
ever, corn now is in great demand

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for feeding hogs and other animals 
for our defense food supplies, and 
also as the basis for industrial al- 
cohol needed in manufacture of 
munitions. Molasses, too, is needed 
in increasing quantities for manue 
facture of industrial alcohol. 

Wisest procedure is to face the 
sugar rationing at once, get used 
to it and live accordingly. Ac- 
tually, with less sugar we'll become 
a better nourished people. Rushing 
about trying to find substitutes for 
the sugar we give up-—except 
through increased use of fruits and 
vegetables—is a rather futile busi- 
ness. Every teaspoonful of sugar 
we don't eat is a contribution to- 
ward Winning the wer.

McKenney 
On Bridge

In my previous article I explained 
that in opening blind from a triple- 
ton, the lowest card is the correct 
lead if the holding is topped ‘vy ace, 
king or queen (without a second 
honor in sequence). 

With any less strength at the top, 
the top card is usually led in order 
to disclose at ance that the holding 
is short and has no high card in 
sunvort of @ peters

The "lind lead of a ten usually 
indicates an “interior’’ sequence, 
such as K-10-9-2, or Q-10-9-2. To 
preserve this reading, we lead the 
deuce, not the ten, from 10-9-3-2, 
against no trump. 

Some players for the same rea- 
son prefer the lead of the deuce 
from holding No. $2. But this is 
pressing a principle to extreme. 
After all, we lead the ten from 
10-9-8-2, 10-9-2 and 10-2, none of 
which hag a higher honor. 

It would seem better in leading 
from any short holding to try to 
indicate at once that it is short, 
rather than to try to save one sit- 
uation in which the ten-lead is 
necessarily ambiguous, 

I am frequently asked if it is cor- 
rect to lead the middle card from 
certain three-card holdings. What 
usually happens is that my corres- 
A, has seen such a 
lead made by Mr B, and upon 
being questioned, Mr. B. insists that 
the middle card is the only correct 
lead. Mr. A then writes tome Ihave 
to reply that the lead may Be cor- 
rect for Mr. B but probably is not 
for Mr, A. 

The reason for this answer is that 
in certain parts of the country, the 
players use a convention called “the 
three-card echo.” This involves a 
different system of leads from short 
holdings and a different system of} 
responses, ’ 

If you are using this system tn 
all its phrases, then it is correct for 
you to lead a middle card, but it is 
foolish to single out one point of the 
system, practice that, and expect to 
be understood by the vast majority 
of players who use the system of 
leads I have outlined in these ar-| 
ticles: I do not want to argue the 
merits of the “three-card echo” as 
against the more universal system, 
but I do say that the player has to 
follow one system or the other in 
its entirety,

Saturday night. 

Before you start cutting down on 
food, let's look at it in terms of 
calories. One ounce of fat counts 
255 calories. One ounce of sugar, 
starch or protein counts 113 cal- 
ories. As you can see, the fats sup- 
ply two and one-fourth times as 
many calories as the other food ele- 
ments. 

So to cut calories in chunks, 
you leave out the foods that are 
high in fat—the cream, butter, fat 
drippings, mayonnesse, fat meat 
and pastries, Aside from their 
high calorie content, it is o 
scientific fact that body fat is 
more readily stored from fats 
than from the other energy foods. 
That gives you a double incentive 
for trimming the fat corners off 
your three good squares. 

At breakfast, limit yourself to 
one pat of butter one-fourth inch 
thick. Instead of a fried egg, have 
it soft boiled and without butter. 
Black coffee—if you can take it 
that way—does not contain any 

calories. But if you must have 
sugar and cream, measure the 
amounts. One lump of sugar 
counts 25 calories and one table- 
spoon of cream 30. 

At noon it’s a good idea to keep 
tabs on the mayonnaise and, of 
course, to turn down such deseerts 
as chocolate eclairs. At dinner you 
can cut calories right and left. If 
you are in dead earnest about re- 
ducing, trim the fat from the meat 
before cooking. At any rate, have 
it broiled or baked, not fried. Since 
the average count for gravy and 
mayonaise is 100 calories per table- 
spoon, it is just as well to leave 
these out of the menus. Have the 


vegetables plain — no creamed 
sauces for you! And choose fruit 
for dessert. 


You can have the same amount of 


milk ‘for half the numben of cal- 
ories simply by skimming off the 
cream. The Vitamin A goes with 
the cream, but this can be replaced 
in the menus by having daily « 
cooked green and a salad green. 

Any fats left in the menu, ‘how- 
ever, should be in the form of 
butter, milk and cheese, which 
are rich sources of the pro- 
tective elements: You do not lose 
any of the protective value of 
your diet when you leave off the 
fat from meat and the mayonnaise 
from the salad. 

The present trend is to have the 
low calorie diet high in protein, 
which has the effect of speeding 
up your metabolism and giving 
satiety to the menus. You lose 
weight at a slightly faster rate and 
you do not get as hungry.

Sir Robert Holland, authority on 
the Oriental situation who will

view Monday. 

The distinguished visitor is trav- 
elling to his home in Victoria, B.C., 
after spending considerable time in 
India on “official, semi-official and 
demi-official” business. He arrived 
in New York by way of Cape Town 
and is addressing meetings across 
Canada under joint auspices of the 
Institute of International Affairs 
and the Canadian Clubs. 

He is scheduled to address mem- 
bers of the Institute of International 
Affairs in the Edmonton Club Mon- 
day evening and members of both 
the Women’s and Men's branches 
of the Canadian Club in the Mac: 
donald, Tuesday noon. 

Japan's ideologic program for 
Asiatic consumption js that she has 
a divine destiny as the leader of 
Asiatic countries for the expulsion 
of western intervention, Sir Robert 
explained. 

Formerly her penetrations were 
economic, by means of investment, 
commercial explorations and mi- 
gration, but now she has torn d. q& 
the screen and revealed herself as 
a champion of the new order in the 
East, he added. 

Sir Robert quoted statements Out 
of the Tanaka Plan of 1927 to bring 
forth Japan's plans and reasons for 
conquest.

She has to face the issue that 
either Germany or Russia will 
emerge a definite victor, but she 
believes that she can, in any case, 
get to the winning post first, he 
said, 

Japan hopes to arrive there vast- 
ly strengthened both in resources 
and man-power by the conquest of 
China, the Pacific Islands, Malaya, 
Thailand, the Dutch East Indies 
and possibly Australia. Her vision 
of conquest reaches also to India 
and the western states of South 
America, Sir Robert explained.
